STUDENTS ENTERING MILITARY SERVICE WILL 
RECEIVE CREDIT FOR JUNIOR COLLEGE WORK 


Junior college students who en- 


ter the military service will be 


given credit proportionate to the 
length of time, they have attended 


college. After two thirds of a se- 
mester have been completed the 
students will be given full credit 
for the specific subject carried with 
grades based on the individual stu- 
dents’ achievement. 

Regulations “for the granting of 
this credit were released by the 
California State Federation of Jun- 
ior Colleges, and the rules are the 
same as followed during World 
War II. 

In _ addition to granting full 
credit to cases where the student 
has entered service after complet- 
ing two thirds of a semester, the 


regulations call for the granting of 
general elective credit proportion- 
ate to-the number of weeks at- 
tended if the time is less than 
two-thirds of a semester. In both 
of the above cases, where credits 
would complete the requirements 
for graduation, a diploma would 
be regularly granted. 

Restrictions on the granting of 
these credits call for the student 
to make proper application to the 
administrator in charge of the jun- 
ior college’s policy. Credit will be 
granted only on presentation of 
proper evidence of induction or 
enlistment. 

Students. may also apply for 
credit for military service, and any 
credit granted would be recorded 
on the student’s record and be ac- 


cepted for full value for the jun- 
ior college diploma or degree. 
Junior college credit is’ to. be 
granted for a maximum of six units 
without regard to field of ‘service. 
This would correspond to lower 
division R.O.T.C. credit. 
this maximum ‘the student.-m

In the event the military trainee 
pursues courses, or received train- 
ing, comparable to that offered by 
the junior college, specific credit 
should be granted to him on pres- 
entation of evidence he has_ suc: 
cessfully fulfilled the course.

Draft Board 65 Chairman Tells 
Of Rules Affecting College Men 


Mr. Burr Scott, district attorney 
of Monterey county and chairman 
of local draft board 65, addressed 
male students of Hartnell college 
on the present draft situation in 
the men’s gym Friday. 

Prefacing his remark with: “Al- 
though the President hasn’t made 
any definite declaration, we are at 
war, and we will be for a number 
of years, and we will all be in- 
volved either directly or indirectly,” 
Scott went on to tell of the present 
system affecting college men. 

Scott told of the various classifi- 
cations in which students may be 
placed by their local boards and 
the possibilities of their being called 
to service before they complete 
their education. 

Basically there are two classifi- 
cations in which college students 
may be placed, 1A-P and 2A. The 
latter. represents an indefinite de- 
ferment while the former category 
postpones the student until the 
end of the school year when he 
will be drafted. At the present time 
students with the 2A classification 
are not being drafted. 

Scott, who attended Hartnell col- 
lege with the class of 1938, followed 
the discussion’ by a question and 
answer period and_ enlightened 
problems presented by members of 
the audience. 

After Scott’s appearance, Presi- 
dent John B. Lemos explained the 
policy governing students who leave 
junior college to enter the service 
and told of the system of granting 
credit for proportionate time the 
student attends college before 
entering the service.

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Records Show Hartnell Station Wagon Made 99 
Trips in Its First Three Months of Use - 


Mileage on the Hartnell College 
station wagon purchased this fall 
has already totaled 5,985 miles and, 
as the year 1950 ended, there had 
been 99 trips taken in the sleek 
green Chevrolet. Statistics concern- 
ing the use of the vehicle were ob- 
tained from the forms which per- 
sons who use the station wagon 
are* required to fill out. 

Although there were many long 
trips and short jaunts taken, the 
average trip the car made was 60.5 
miles. Just for the record, the long- 
est trip taken in 1950 was 714 miles, 
when the basketball team traveled 
to Sacramento and Chico for games. 

In making its rounds there were 
366.1 gallons of gasoline poured 
into its tank, and the resulting gas 
mileage was 16.4 miles per gallon. 

On the financial side, there has 
been $418.95. paid for use of the 
station wagon, at the rate of $.07 
per mile. Expenses for the use 
has been $273.47, which had in- 
cluded gasoline, oil, lettering, in- 
surance, and the rack for the ve- 
hicle. a : 
When the Hartnell cagers trav- 
eled to Modesto for the junior col- 
lege basketball tournament, the 
pride of Hartnell made its one- 
hundredth trip since it was first 
put into use on September 12, 1950. 
These trips have taken the station 
wagon almost the distance of across 
the nation and back.

Miss Miller will teach a class in 
nutrition which will take up the 
relation of food to health. The 
course will be a nonlaboratory class.
